County jackpot, its funds expend­ 
ed by the County Court, and ac­ 
tive supervision of its roads 
and 
bridges removed from local hands. 
In language tM t any legislators 
can understand we do not believe 
it is anybody’s dam business what 
the Sikeston or 
Cape 
Girardeau 
special districts 
do 
with 
their 
funds, and we, for one, would ap­ 
preciate being left strictly alone. 
We recall several facts to back 
up this rather frank expression of 
opinion. We, 
as taxpayers, 
pay 
the assessments, and we, as citi­ 
zens, can actually see what is be­ 
ing done with those 
funds. 
We 
have access ot the records and for

benefit of Senator Donnelly

Judge Caverns Explains Status 
Of $6250 Relief Loan Hade By 
R. F. C. to New Madrid County

A news item from Washington states that in 
the 
allotment of 
funds made to the State of Missouri by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation for relief of the destitute an item of $6250 for New Madrid 
County is included. 
It is important tha(t the people in New Madrid County 
and 
in 
ohter counties in Southeast Missouri similarly situated should under­ 
stand just what this announcement means. 
On account of non-payment of a large proportion of taxes 
the 
New Madrid County Court found that it wafe unable to meet all de­ 
mands on its pauper fund, which is 
spent three 
ways, first, 
for 
the County poor farm; second, for County paupers in the State insti­ 
tutions; and third, for destitute people who receive assistance without 
being committed to any of these institutions. 
The payment of State 
institutions must be made in cash, and in order to avoid having the 
inmates of asylums returned, as in the case of some other Counties, 
the Court applied to the Missouri Committee on Emergency Relief at 
Jefferson City for an appropriation from Reocnstruction Finance Cor­ 


poration funds. 
Under the regulations of 
this 
committee no appropriation could 
be made for the County poor farm 
for the expense of paupers in the 
State institutions, but a condition­ 
al appropriation was made to take 
care of the dependents outside of 
the institutions now being 
cared 
for by the County. 
In this way, 
it is hoped to relieve the demand 
on the pauper fund sufficiently so 
that funds will be 
available 
to 
keep up the payments at the State 
asylums and hospitals. 
The cost to the county for this 
type of relief during the past year 
has amounted to about $1200 
a 
month. 
It is anticipated that there will 
be increased need of help 
along 
this line between now and the first 
of April because 
some 
families 
will undoubtedly have 
exhausted 
their resources before crop 
sea­ 
son begins. 
No such campaign of 
relief is anticipated as New Mad­ 
rid County has had in years 
of 
drought atnd 
flood, and no

required.

Sikeston’s Municipal Light and Power Plant haa earned 
more than $30,000 net since it began operating May 19, 1931* 
according to an official report filed with the City Council 
Monday night, February 6, by the Board of Public Works. 


The first customer to take “juice” manufactured by the 
Municipal Plant was a street carnival. Since that time the 
load has varied between 990 and 1090 active customer met­ 
ers. Of the $30,000 mentioned in the report, $9,575.85 was- 
earned in 1931, the balance of it, amounting to $21,327.11 
was the net profit shown on the 1932 report, which includes 
a period starting January 1, 1932 and ending December 31* 
1932. In the 366-day period, the two 600-Horse Power Diesel 
engines were in operation 8,963 actual hours; they consum­ 
ed 165,474 gallons of fuel oil; 2,132 gallons of lubricating 
oil, and used a total of 694,900 gallons of water in their 
cooling system. Even salt becomes a cost item, for 3,750 
pounds were used to soften the water used by the engines. 


Of more importance is the production record of the 
plant. During the past year, the two power units produced 
1,693,200-KWH of electricity. 
Of that amount 
1,481,999- 
KWH were delivered to the distribution system, and a total 
of 1,333,774-KWH ultimately reached customer meters. The 
difference, 148,216-KWH shown on the annual report a» 
“unaccounted for” represents line losses, transformer loss­ 
es, and other leaks amounting to approximately ten per cent. 
This, by the way, is the ever-present bugaboo of the electric 
industry, whether privatelly or municipally owned. 


Engineers say that the losses are heavier when “juice,r 
is transported over long distances, as for instance over a 
high line from a central producing plant to distant consum­ 
ers. By way of comparison, the locally competing, privately 
owned corporation in 1930 gave its line loss over a one-year 
period as twenty per cent, or double that shown by the Sik­ 
eston muny plant. 
Gross Profit $42,000 


During the year actual expense items such as power 
plant operation, distribution system replacement and 
line 
losses, office expenses, and minor items charged to produc­ 
tion amounted to $21,923.65. During the eame period, cus­ 
tomers were billed for $65,102.58. The difference, amount­ 
ing to $42,178.93 represents the gross operating profit. If 
should be pointed out in this connection that the plant per­ 
sonnel, superintendent, chief engineer, assistants, office 
workers, and linemen working with the machines and equip­ 
ment grossed that amount of money. 
In order to arrive at a net operating profit such items as 
insurance, depreciation, interest on long term debt, federal 
tax (which in Sikeston is paid by the Municipal Plant 
not by the consumer), uncollectible bills, etc., must be de­ 
ducted. The net profit for the past year is given as $21,- 
327.11. 
Two major promises made during the fight for municip­ 
al ownership are being kept to the letter. In the first place», 
voters and prospective users of City-made electricity were* 
promised that rates would be the same as those charged by 
the Missouri Utilities Company until the City plant 
was* 
fully paid for. The rate schedule used by the City was copied, 
word for word from the schedule filed by the utilities com­ 
pany with the State Public Service Commission. The other 
major promise, that of paying for the plant out of earnings, 
is in process of being fulfilled. During the two-year operat­ 
ing period, the Board of Public Works reacquired $15,000 
worth of bonds, issued in 1930 to make passible the original 
construction. The Board reacquired a $5000 bond on each of 
the following dates, June 10, September 28, ^ 1932 and on 
January 9, last, expending a total of $15,000 in the process. 


Saves Huge Interest Charge 


Strange as it may seem, the City saved slightly more 
than $11,000 by spending $15,000 for bonds at this stage of 
the game. The bonds were issued in the amount of $150,000» 
to run serially over a period of twenty years. The first bond 
falls due in 1935, and by purchasing the items at this time in­ 
terest charge are automatically stopped.

We wish to acknowledge your letter of June 6th, re­ 
questing an offering of $5000 City of Sikeston, Missouri Di­ 
rect Obligation 5 % c/< Electric Light Plant bonds, in reply to 
our letter of March 28th, suggesting that the surplus funds 
of the light plant be used to retire the bonded indebtedness 
in advance of maturity. It is, of course, legally and logically 
right that the profits of this plant be used for the sole pur­ 
pose of retiring the indebtedness on the plant, and we shall be 
pleased to work with you toward this end. 


. Upon receipt of your letter, we communicated with some 
of the holders of your bonds, and were able to locate $5000 
bonds due June 1, 1945, Numbers 85 to 89, inclusive, which 
we can offer to the city at 100 and accrued interest. In view 
of the fact that interest was paid on June 1st, the accrued 
interest wiil only amount to approximately $1.50 per $1000. 
This, of course, is less than the original price paid for bonds 
by our client. As the records will show, the city received 10O 
and accrued interest when this issue was sold, so we feel 
very fortunate in being able to offer the city bonds at the 
same price received when they sold the bond during the lat­ 
ter part of 1930.

It is a further truth that 
kjany men are talking for or against 
Inflation without a background of 
knowledge that warrants their dis­ 
cussions. 
Their views, In some in­ 
stances, are worthless but they ex­ 
press them and people who have 
been denied authoritative informa­ 
tion are thus being misled. 
But what Is inflation? What will 
It do? 
Why do so many persons 
think It Is advisable or necessary? 
The answer to the first requires 
a detailed statem ent The other two 
questions can be traced directly to 
Hie depression, so that “hard times” 
constitutes the answer. 
Records fail to disclose any more 
precipitous decline In commodity1 
prices than this country, and the 
world as well, have known in the 
last three years. 
By commodity 
prices, one necessarily must refer 
to that extensive list of things 
‘»which constitutes the base of com­ 
merce and industry. 
Typical of 
these are wheat, cotton, corn, steel, 
chemicals, rubber, coffee or food­ 
stuffs. 
Every one of them has suf­ 
fered a price decline to points as 
low, or lower, than ever before in 
modem times. 
The obvious, and 
natural, result is reduction of in 
come for everyone having any part 
In their production and distribution. 
And the effect carries through to 
those who work with their hands In 
the factories of the country, in the 
shape of wage cuts or part time 
work or no work at all. 
Those factors partially explain 
why there is so much talk about in 
flation. 
But about Inflation Itself? In com­ 
mon discussion, it refers to inflation 
of the currency, some of which you 
and I have had the privilege of 
touching in days gone by. But there 
la also Inflation of credit, which is 
another and more Intricate matter. 
The two are inseparably linked, 
however. 
Inflation of 
credit 
is 
bound to occur when there has been 
Inflation of currency, although in­ 
flation of credit can be accomplished 
without inflation of the currency. 
From present indications, the thing 
which congress probably will do will 
be to Inuate credit more. 
Our present money unit is the dol­ 
lar. 
It represents 25.8 grains of 
gold. Then, there Is our currency. 
*n»at is paper money. It has been 
described as “representing” the gold 
coin. 
The treasury officials tell me 
that most folks mean all of the va­ 
rious kinds of money when they 
speak of currency. That is not quite 
true. Currency, nevertheless, repre­ 
sents the gold that lies In the treas­

So, actually, when people talk 
about Inflation of the currency, they 
are talking about Increasing the vol­ 
ume of this currency. 
• • • 
Three Methods of Inflation. 
So we come to the point. How can 
this inflation be arranged and what 
Is its effect? 
There are three commonly accept­ 
ed ways of accomplishing inflation. 
One way is to Increase the volume 
of the money units, or dollars actu­ 
ally available, which means there 
must be an increase In the gold 
stock held by the treasury. 
A sec­ 
ond method is to increase the quan­ 
tity of the paper that represents the 
gold, without, at the same time, in­ 
creasing that gold stock. The third 
plan is to create a new* dollar, a 
different dollar from that which we 
have been using. 
All three methods 
'H ike their partisans. 
Each has ar­ 
guments in its favor, if you assume, 
believe or know positively, that In­ 
flation Is the proper thing to do. It 
may be said that experts every­ 
where know the first method is next 
to Impossible, because there is not 
enough gold In the world to per­ 
mit it. 
As to the second plan: Some of 
its sponsors call it a “managed cur­ 
rency," because by Increasing the 
number of paper dollars, the total 
la supposed to be maintained at a 
level consonant with prices of com­ 
modities. 
That implies decreasing 
the volume, as well as increasing it, 
when the conditions warrant the 
former course. 
Yet it causes the 
question to be asked, "W ill the pa­ 
per dollar then represent the gold 
which it now represents, or will It 
be something of a rather uncertain 
character when people are a^ked to 
accept it?” 
Insofar as 1 have been able to ob- 


of as many variations as the weath­ 
er. 
This is true for the reason that 
it would be possible to fix the gold 
content of the dollar (of which the 
paper currency would be the repre­ 
sentative) on a basis reached. 
It 
could be made to have half as much 
gold as now, or three-fourths, or 
one-fourth, or any other variation. 
Congress could enact a law to set 
the gold content at any one of these 
various figures. 
The result would 
be a gradual increase in the amount 
of paper currency outstanding. 
I 
say the increase would he gradual 
because the existence of fifty bil­ 
lions of it would not immediately 
send that much forth from the treas­ 
ury. The movement out of the treas­ 
ury would have to be in response 
to increased prices of commodities. 
In other words, money won’t Just 
leap the barriers and dash out of 
the treasury on a dead run.

T here is no doubt th a t th e sil­ 
ver advocates have strong support. 
They can, and do, refer to th e suc­ 
cess of silver as a basis of money 
in India through the centuries, and 
to Chinese experiences with th at 
m etal.

Silver adherents call attention to 
th e lim itation of gold supplies of 
the world, and, in the sam e breath, 
to the apparently lim itless supply 
of silver. 
It is their contention that 
this type of inflation can be “man 
aged” and controlled to serve the 
country’s purposes. 
Senator W heel­ 
e r said in the senate there was al­ 
w ays danger In paper Inflation, a 
danger th at it would get out of hand 
and go too far. 
Such, he contend­ 
ed, is not the case w ith his pro­ 
posal.

Would Raise Prices. 
One must look beyond the act of 
inflation, however, in considering 
the question 
which 
It 
presents. 
There Is no doubt of the effect, 
namely, that it will raise prices. It 
will do that by virtue of tts effect 
on available supplies of every com­ 
modity. 
While opponents of Infla­ 
tion 'claim this result will be only 
temporary, advocates of inflationary 
measures insist 
the Increase In 
prices will be permanent to the ex­ 
tent that, after the stress and strain 
of such conditions as now exist 
have worn off, there will be an easy 
readjustment to thé normal base. 
That normal base, of course, can be 
no other than ordinary buying and 
selling in what we refer to as "good 
times.” 
There will be an Increase In the 
prices, also, of such things as se­ 
curities like stock in corporations. 
Inflation m ight possibly develop an­ 
other boom m arket, not so bad prob­ 
ably as th e 1929 debacle, but higher 
levels for virtually all of the quo­ 
tations. 
Sim ilarly, w ages w ill be affected. 
T he wage e arn er w ho Is paid $50 
a m onth will continue to get $50, 
but th a t sum will not purchase as 
much of the higher priced commod­ 
ities us It now does, or as it does in 
norm al times. 
A dvocates of inflation point to the 
benefit which farmers will receive 
from the increased volume of cur­ 
rency In w hatever way it Is ob­ 
tained. 
H igher prices, say the in­ 
flation supporters, when they have 
been received by the farmer for his 
wheat, bis cotton, his corn, or his 
live stock, will enable him to buy 
more from the Industrial plants who 
need the farmer’s trade. 
Opponents of Inflation admit, as 
true, that the farmer will receive 
higher prices for his product«, but 
they a rg u e he will be at a disadvan­ 
tage rath er than an advantage, for. 
sa y the opponents, prices are not 
going to be stable when the cur­ 
rency is inflated. They add the fur­ 
ther argum ent that, while the farm­ 
er is receiving more for his prod­ 
ucts. he will be called upon to pay 
higher 
prices 
for 
everything 
he 
buys. 
It m ust be rem em bered, too, 
th a t labor costs enter into th e m an­ 
ufacture, and labor, paid in the In­ 
flated dollar, may not constitute any­ 
thing like a norm al m arket, accord- 
I ing to the opposition views.

County jackpot, its funds expend­ 
ed by the County Court, and ac­ 
tive supervision of its roads 
and 
bridges removed from local hands. 
In language th4t any legislators 
can understand we do not believe 
it is anybody’s dam business what 
the Sikeston or 
Cape 
Girardeau 
special districts 
do 
with 
their 
funds, and we, for one, would ap­ 
preciate being left strictly alone. 
We recall several facts to back 
up this rather frank expression of 
opinion. 
We, 
as taxpayers, 
pay 
the assessments, and we, as citi­ 
zens, can actually see what is be­ 
ing done with those 
funds.

SIKESTON MUNY PLANT CLEARS 
$21,327 LAST YEAR ACCORDING 
TO ANNUAL REPORT TO COUNCIL 


Sikeston s Municipal Light and Power Plant has earned 
more than $30,000 net since it began operating May 19, 1931, 
according to an official report filed with 
the 
City 
Council 
Monday night, February 6, by the Board of Public Works. 


The first customer to take “juice" manufactured by th e 
Municipal Plant was a street carnival. Since that time th e 
load has varied between 990 and 1090 active customer met­ 
ers. 
Of the $30,000 mentioned in the report, $9,575.85 was 
earned in 1931, the balance of it, amounting to $21,327.11 
was the net profit shown on the 1932 report, which includes 
a period starting January 1, 1932 and ending December 
31, 
1932. In the 366-day period, the two 600-Horse Power Diesel 
engines were in operation 8,963 actual hours; they consum­ 
ed 165,474 gallons of fuel oil; 2,132 gallons 
of lubricating 
oil, and used a total of 
694,900 
gallons of water in 
their 
cooling system. 
Even salt becomes a cost item, 
for 3,750 
pounds were used to soften the water used by the engines. 


Of more importance is the production record of 
the 
plant. 
During the past year, the two power units produced 
1,693,200-KWH of electricity. 
Of that amount 
1,481,990- 
KWH were delivered to the distribution system, and a total 
of 1,333,774-KWH ultimately reached customer meters. The 
difference, 148,216-KWH shown on the 
annual 
report 
as 
“unaccounted for” represents line losses, transformer loss­ 
es, and other leaks amounting to approximately ten per cent. 
This, by the way, is the ever-present bugaboo of the electric 
industry, whether privatelly or municipally owned. 


Engineers say that the losses are heavier when “juice” 
is transported over long distances, as for instance over 
a 
high line from a central producing plant to distant consum­ 
ers. By way of comparison, the locally competing, privately 
owned corporation in 1930 gave its line loss over a one-year 
oeriod as twenty per cent, or double that shown by the Sik­ 
eston muny plant. 
Gross Profit $42.000 


During the year actual expense items such as 
power 
plant operation, distribution system replacement and 
line 
losses, office expenses, and minor items charged to produc­ 
tion amounted to $21,923.65. 
During the same period, cus­ 
tomers were billed for $65,102.58. 
The difference, amount­ 
ing to $42,178.93 represents the gross operating profit. 
If 
should be pointed out in this connection that the plant per­ 
sonnel, 
superintendent, 
chief 
engineer, 
assistants, office 
workers, and linemen working with the machines and equip­ 
ment grossed that amount of money. 


In order to arrive at a net operating profit such items as 
insurance, depreciation, interest on long term debt, 
federal 
tax (which in Sikeston is paid by the Municipal Plant 
and 
not by the consum er), uncollectible bills, etc., must be 
de­ 
ducted. The net profit for the past year is given 
as 
$21,- 
327.11. 


Two major promises made during the fight for municip­ 
al ownership are being kept to the letter. In the first place, 
voters and prospective users of City-made electricity 
were 
promised that rates would be the same as those charged by 
the Missouri Utilities Company until the City plant 
waer 
fully paid for. The rate schedule used by the City was copied 
word for word from the schedule filed by the utilities com­ 
pany with the State Public Service Commission. The other 
major promise, that of paying for the plant out of earnings, 
is in process of being fulfilled. 
During the two-year operat­ 
ing period, the Board of Public Works reacquired $15,000 
worth of bonds, issued in 1930 to make possible the original 
construction. The Board reacquired a $5000 bond on each of 
the following dates, June 10, September 
28, 1932 
and on 
January 9, last, expending a total of $15,000 in the process. 


Saves Huge Interest Charge 


Strange as it may seem, the City saved slightly 
more 
than $11,000 by spending $15,000 for bonds at this stage of 
the game. The bonds were issued in the amount of $150,000, 
to run serially over a period of twenty years. The first bond 
falls due in 1935, and by purchasing the items at this tim e in­ 
terest charge are automatically stopped. 
On June 8, 1932, 
Mayor N. E. Fuchs received the following letter from Stix &

But then* 
la also Inflation of credit, which Is 
another and more Intricate matter. 
The two are inseparably linked, 
however. 
Inflation of credit 
Is 
bound to occur when th«-re has been 
Inflation of currency, although in­ 
flation of credit enn be accomplished 
without Inflation of the currency. 
FVom present indications, the thing 
which congress probably will do will 
be to Inflate credit more. 
Our present money unit Is the dol­ 
lar. 
It represents 25.8 grains of 
gold. Then, there Is our currency. 
That Is paper money. It has been 
described as “representing” the gold 
coin. 
The treasury officials tell me 
that most folks mean all of the va 
rious kinds of money when they 
speak of currency. That Is not quite 
true. Currency, nevertheless, repre­ 
sents the gold that lies In the treas­ 
ury and the pos«*essor of pnper 
money can get gold for It, except In 
respect of the limited amomit of pa­ 
per money known as silver certifi­ 
cates. 
So, actually, when people talk 
about Inflation of the currency, they 
are talking about Increasing the vol­ 
ume of this currency. 
• 
• 
• 
Three Methods of Inflation. 
So we come to the point. How can 
this inflation he arranged and what 
Is Its effect? 
There are three commonly accept­ 
ed ways of accomplishing Inflation. 
One way is to Increase the volume 
of the money units, or dollars actu­ 
ally available, which moans there 
must he an Increase In the gold 
sto« k held by the treasury. A sec­ 
ond method is to incr«*use the quan­ 
tity of the paper that represents the 
gold, without, at the same time, In­ 
creasing that gold stock. The third 
plan is to create a new dollar, a 
different dollar from that which we 
have been using. 
All thr«.*e methods 
have their partisans. 
Each has ar­ 
guments In its favor, If you assume, 
believe or know posltiv«*ly, that in­ 
flation Is the proper thing to <lo. It 
may he said that experts every­ 
where know the first method is next 
to impossible, because there is not 
enough gold In the world to per­ 
mit it. 
As to the second plan: Some of 
Its sponsors call It a “managed cur­ 
rency," because by increasing the 
number of paper dollars, the total 
la supposed to be maintained at a 
level consonant with prices of com­ 
modities. 
'Chat implies decreasing 
the volume, as well as Increasing it, 
when the conditions warrant the 
form«*r course. 
Yet It causes the 
question to be asked, "Will the pa­ 
per dollar then represent the gold 
which It now represents, or will It 
be something of a rather uncertain 
character when people are asked to 
accept It?"

Would Raise Prices. 
One must look beyond the act of 
inflation, however, in considering 
the question 
which 
It 
presents. 
There Is no doubt of the effw’t. 
namely, that it will raise prices It 
will do thnt by virtue of Its effect 
on available supplies of every com­ 
modity. 
While opponents of Infla­ 
tion -claim this result will be only 
temporary, advocates of Inflationary 
measures 
Insist 
the Increase In 
prices will he permanent to the ex­ 
tent thnt, after the stress and strain 
of sn«*h conditions as now exist 
have worn off, th<*re will he an easy 
readjustment to the normal base. 
Thnt normal base, of course, can he 
no other than ordinary buying and 
selling In what we refer to as"good 
times.” 
There will be an Increase In the 
prices, also, of such things as se 
curities like stock in corporations. 
Inflation might possibly develop an­ 
other boom market, not so bad prob­ 
ably as the 1629 debacle, but higher 
l«*vi*ls for virtually all of the quo­ 
tations. 
Similarly, wag<*s will ho affected. 
Th«* wage earner who Is paid $50 
a month will continue to get $50, 
but that sum will not purchase as 
much of the higher priced commod­ 
ities us it now does, or as it does In 
normal times. 
Advocates of inflation point to the 
bencllt which farmers will receive 
from the Increased volume of cur­ 
rency In whatever way it Is ob- 
talned. 
Higher prices, say the In 
flatlon supporters, when they have 
been received by the farmer for his 
wheat, his cotton, his corn, or his 
live stock, will enable hhn to buy 
more from the Industrial plants who 
need the farmer's trade. 
Opponents of Inflation admit, as 
true, thnt the farmer will receive 
higher prices for his products, but 
they argue he will he at a disadvan­ 
tage rather than an advantage. For. 
say the opponents, prices are not 
going to he stable when the cur­ 
rency Is Inflated. They add the fur 
tbor argument that, while the farm 
er Is receiving more for his prod­ 
ucts, he will be called upon to pay
